Over three hundred years 
have passed since our Pilgrim fore- 
fathers, after a year so filled with 
suffering and tragedy that only men 
and women of their stern hardihood

essings. Their days were not al- 
ways happy, for death visited them 
often, and forty of the original colony 
were now lying beneath the sod. This 
day was an occasion of rejoicing in

Someone has well asked, “Why 
should we give thanks, and for what 
should we give thanks?” 1 Thess. 5:18 
says, “In everything give thanks: for 
this is the will of God in Christ Je- 
sus concerning you.” Firstly, we 
should give thanks because we were 
created to praise and worship God! 
Psalm 150:6 reads, “Let everything 
that hath breath praise the Lord.” 
Man is so put together that when he 
considers himself particularly blessed, 
he must praise someone higher than 
himself. Livingstone has set forth a 
truth that there are no tribes in the 
innermost parts of Africa but that 
have some knowledge of a god and of- 
fer sacrifice of thanksgiving to their 
conception. Plato, looking through 

e dim spectacles of Nature, gave 

anks unto God for three things: 
firstly, that God created him a man, 
and not a beast; secondly, that he was 
born a Grecian, and not a barbarian; 
thirdly, that not only so, but a philo- 
sopher also. But Christians, who are 
better bred and taught, turn the 
stream of their thanks into another 
manner of channel: firstly, that God 
hath created them after His own 
image; secondly, that He hath called 
them out of the common crowd of 
this world, and made them Christians: 
thirdly, and more espetially, that, 
amongst those that bear the name of 
Christ, He hath made them faithful 
ones, like a few quick-sighted men 
amongst a company of blind ones, like

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the light in Goshen when all Egypt 
was dark besides, or like Gideon’s 
fleece, only watered with the dew of 
heaven, while the rest of the earth 
was dry, and destitute of His favor. 
Great cause of thankfulness indeed! 
If an exhausted and needy traveler 
should rest at the foot of a castle, and 
someone from the walls above should 
reach him a supply for all his needs, 
could he keep from looking up to see 
who had relieved him? So it is not 
possible for the TRUE Christian, who 
lives daily out of the alms-basket of 
God’s providence, not to look with 
thankfulness to the Father who liber- 
ally supplies all his need. 

Gratitude, the song of the “meek 
and thankful heart,” distinguishes a 
noble soul, One who is not grateful 
usually falls very low in the opinion of 
his fellow men. James Anthony 
Froude once wrote, “When we would. 
without utmost detestation. sinele 
some monster from the traitor herd. 
tis but to say ingratitude is his 
crime.” The trar.scendent men of all 
time have been those who have hum- 
bly rejoiced in grateful thanksgiving. 

In the wake of the passing hurricane 
of fire, blood, and death of the last 
decade, millions in the world who 
have had vast sufferings put upon 
them must, during this month of 
thanksgiving, feel that they have very 
little for which to be grateful. But 
with victory over evil a fact. both in 
Europe and in the Orient, we have 
unprecedented cause for global grati- 
tude. Like a huge forest fire. gradu- 
ally dying out, the ashes of the mon- 
strous war are still smoulderine. but 
the worst of the holocaust is gone and 
the free and glorious blue shines once 
more in the high heavens. 

Paul’s reasons for gratitude to God 
cover the whole territory of human 
life and experience. He gives thanks 
for: firstly, his daily bread. “And

presence of them all: and when he 
had broken it, he began to eat,” Acts 
27:35. Secondly, men who have faith 
in Christ.

WAR RELIEF 
NAE Sends Food and Clothing 
to Greece 


NEW YORK-—-Bundles of food and 
clothing recently sent to Greece by 
tae NAE War Relief Commission have 
been distributed through the co-oper- 
ation of the Evangelical Church in 
Greece. Arrangements for this service 
were made with their Athens head- 
quarters by the Greek War Relief As- 
sociation here. Mr. J. Ellsworth Kalas, 
national religious director for the As- 
sociation, says: “I am pleased that our 
package is so very suitable for Chris- 
tian relief work. There are no cig- 
arettes or tobacco of any kind in any 


package. The entire _ thirty-five 
pounds is made up of nutritious 
foods.” 


Mr. K. Paul Yphantis, executive sec- 
retary of the Greek Missionary As- 
sociation, has recently returned from 
Greece where he personally super- 
vised distribution of food and clothing 
sent there by the NAE War Relief 
Ccemmission. In addition to distri- 
buting clothing, Mr. Yphantis con- 
ducted five evangelistic campaigns, 
made a number of evangelistic tours 
trough the country, and organized 
five Youth for Christ centers. In a 
letter to Mr. Frank D. Lombar, director 
of the NAE War Relief Commission, 
he said, “I have returned to Greece 
with an inward satisfaction that the 
clothing which your great organization 
has sent to the brethren in Greece has 
served in a most definite way a spir- 
itval need; and this, I believe, is the 
min obiective of the NAE in their re- 
lief activities.’ He revorted further 
that in talkine with pastors and lay- 
men in Greece he had heard many 
of them say, “This help to us from our 
brethren in America has not only met 
a material need, but it has revived 
faith within us in the faithfulness and 
goodness of our God.”—UEA. 

At our last Board of Directors’ meet- 
ine in Chicaro, October 1. Mr. Frank 
D. Lomber. executive director of the 
War Relief Commission, gave a most 
interestine renort of the War Relief 
work in Eurone. and was hopeful ‘of 
makine the necessary arrangements 
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so that we could ship food to those 
starving, needy people in the war- 
torn area. One must realize that it is 
rather difficult to send food to peo- 
ple who are not accustomed to our 
American meals; however, news has 
just reached us from Brother Lombar 
and I quote from his letter: 

“The Greek War Relief Association 
has built up a stockpile of suitable 
foods in Greece for release to con- 
signees in that country, upon payment 
of required amount to them here 














in New York. We have made three 
shipments under this plan and all 
have been completely satisfactory. 
“We plan to make a shipment to 
groups of the Assembly of God 
Churches—one-half to go to their 
people in Athens, and one-half to go 
to their groups in Macedonia. Brother 
Paul Yphantis, of Greek American 
Missionary Association, has just re- 
turned from Greece where he super- 
vised the distribution of our shipments 
to his groups. He tells us that the 
Church of God has a needy group in 
Athens and gives us. the address. 
‘Brother Brinsfield, our Executive 
Missions Secretary is giving notice of 
the shipment to Greece, and also furn- 





ishing the address of Brother Laus- 
ter, our overseer in Germany, where 
distribution can be made to some mosi 
worthy needy people. 


Our shipment will consist of one ae 


hundred cartons of carefully selected 
foods weighing thirty-five vounds 
each, for which our Commission has 
approved the expenditure of $1,275. 
No obligation whatever is incurred on 
your part, nor any expense, the en- 
tire cost being borne out of the con- 
tributions to our Food Relief Work, 
which is now expanding rapidly. 

“Kindly write me as quickly as pos- 
sible, and if you have another group 
or two in Central Europe, please give 
me their exact names and addresses, 
so that I can recommend to the Com- 
mission that similar shipments 
sent them.”—-Frank D. Lombar. 

Numbers of the state overseers are 
now in the midst of a great drive col- 
lecting clothing to be sent to this War 
Relief Commission. Brother J.T. 
Roberts, overseer of Alabama, was in 
my office this week and he was very 
enthusiastic over the outlook of many 
tons of material that were being gath- 
ered, and expressed his deep apprecia- 
tion to the various business men and 
enterprises throughout the cities 
where these solicitations are being 
made. We had news from Kentucky, 
also Michigan, Montana, and Wyom- 
ing. We hope to have a more definite 
report for you later.

The popular currents of thought in 
the world today are materialistic. They 
grow out of the inherent selfishness 
of unregenerate man and have been 
encouraged by the Darwinian theory 
of evolution which modern education 
has accepted as basic to all culture. 


Human goodness is attributed to 
automatic laws of nature, but never 
to good will. Evil is explained in terms 
of environment, heredity, bad milk, 
insufficient playgrounds, and “those 
naughty ductless glands,” but never 
to a perverse will. God is admitted 
only as a topic for tired nerves, and 
religion only as an escape mechan- 
ism. 

Modern worldlings are so obsessed 
with the idea of progress that they 
make it a fetish. As man developed 
from amoeba to anthropoid ape and 
then to his present status through 
natural forces resident within, so, 
they believe, society is steadily devel- 
oping from lower to higher forms. 
They are persuaded that progress is 
inevitable and that—presto/—a better 
world will eventuate from the war and 
the United Nations organization. 

There is no denying that great ma- 
terial progress has been made in our 
day, but that does not necessarily 
imply moral development. Progress in 
aviation does not mean we have pro- 
gressed to ethics. Progress in medicine 
may mean mastery over disease, but 
: it does not mean mastery over sin. 
P Conquest over nature is not conso- 
nant with the conquest of selfishness. 

Fulton J. Sheen, one of the foremost 
conservative philosophers in America 
said recently: 

“History does not prove we are mak- 
ing progress; instead of evolving from 
savagery to civilization we seem to 
be devolving from civilization to sav-

agery. The interval between the Na- 
poleonic War and the Franco-Prussian 
War was fifty-five years; the interval 
between the Franco-Prussian War and 
the first World War was forty-three 
years; and the interval between the 
first World War and World War II was 
twenty-one years. Fifty-five, forty- 
three, twenty-one years—and each 
war more destructive than the former, 
and at a time when man materially 
had more to make for happiness than 
at any other period of history. 

The sad and tragic fact is that 
modern man, under sufficient stress 
and even amidst comforts spiced with 
lust, will do deeds of evil as terrible 
as any recorded in history. Barbarism 
is not behind us; it is beneath us. And 
it can emerge at any moment, unless 
our wills, aided by the grace of God, 
repress it. The modern superstition of 
man’s indefinite perfectibility without 
God’s sustaining graces forgets that 
history is creating ever-increasing 
possibilities for chaos and wars. Our 
modern mechanical ability to move 
quickly can go hand in hand with 
power to do more evil. Let no one 
deny. it: Our scientific progress has 
outsripped our moral progress.” 

The fact of the matter is that the 
thought life of the world is in the 
grip of a neo-paganism which is drag- 
ging civilization down to another “Fall 
of Rome” with all the dire conse- 
quences of that historic debacle. Many 
leaders in church, school and nation 
having turned their backs on the pure 
religion of the New Testament and 
having gone off after new heathen 
gods are incapable of producing a 
better world. 





The post-war world will be exactly 
what the men are who compose it. 

We speak of the death of Hitler and 
the extermination of the Nazis as a 
sure cure for our international ills. 
This is all “bosh.” Hitler and the 
Nazis did not change Germany into 
a world menace overnight. Germany 
had long been a menace because of 
her philosophy of life and her educa- 
tional ideals. For years she has been 
the victim of the pissimistic philoso- 
phy of Schopenhauer. Schopenhauer 
has been reflected in the philosophy 
and the operas of Richard Wagner, in 
Von Hartman, in Nietzche and in Hit- 
ler. In view of universal evil, Ger- 
many has found its hope in the sur- 
vival of the strongest and in the vir- 
tue of selfishness. 

Applied to economics and politi 
these doctrines produced the myth o 
Aryan superiority, the terror of Naz- 
ism, the grandiose tyranny of the 
Third Reich and the bloodiest war in 
the history of the world. 

(May we note parenthetically that 
modern German philosophy, applied to 
religion, honeycombed the evangelical 
structure of the nation. Shades of 
Luther! German rationalism in the 
universities and theological seminaries 
subtly questioned the deity of Christ, 
the authenticity of the Word of God 
and every fundamental of the Chris- 
tion faith. The great majority of Ger- 
man ministers became purely profes- 
sional religionists. The blight of Ger- 
man theology spread around the world 
even to our own land. Our theologians 
were “pooh-poohed” if they did not | 
possess a degree from some faith- 
shattering German university. The 
liberalism, or “modernism,” of our time 
is the evil spawn of the pagan philoso- 
phies that have wrecked Germany and 
threatened the world.) 

The whole world has been infectear 
with this loathsome intellectual dis- 
ease. The Allies are purging Germany 
of he Nazis, but they will not there- 
by insure a better world. Once before | 
they isolated the kaiser. If they can 
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not do something about German neo- 
paganism they may as well save their 
powder. Evil ideas and ideals are 
stronger than armies. They produce 
armies and wars. Even in peace time 
under the surveillance of League of 
Nations, they spawn and plot to de- 
strov every decent hope of Christian 
civilization. 

Another menace to world peace is

* except ye repent, ye shall all 
wise perish.” 


Friend, we do not know how near 
eternity we are. Let’s make this way 
sure. You can, for God made the 
way, and Jesus, His only Son, paid 
the price by giving His life on Calvary. 
Now if the way is made, the price has 
been paid, what is lacking? How can 
I know?

Dear friend, you might be a leader 
in some church; living an honest, 
clean life; believing in God, but never 
have been born again, or repented. 
Remember, Jesus said, John 3:7, 
“Marvel not that I said unto thee, Ye 
must be born again.” Perhaps you 
say, “How am I to know?” His Spirit 
and ours bear witness. Rom. 8:16. 1 
John 5:10, “He that believeth on the 
Son of God, hath the witness in him- 
self.” As you read the precious Word 
of God, is there something down in 
your heart that bears witness with it? 
When these spirits meet connection 
there’s great joy down in the heart. 
If you do not have that joy, you’d 
better..do something about it now. 
In John 3:8, Jesus said, “The wind 





bloweth where it listeth, and thou 
hearest the sound thereof, but canst 
not tell whence it cometh and whither 
it goeth; so is every one that is born 
of the Spirit.” It is nothing strange 
to hear and feel the wind, neither is 
it anything strange for those who 
have believed, repented, and been 
born again to feel the power and 
presence of God in their hearts. Praise 
God, I feel His presence surrounding 
me now, just as I’d feel the wind 
should I get where it is blowing. You 
too, can have such an experience, if 
you want to. Many say, “I want to,” 
but do not do much about it. 

In Luke 19:1-6, there was one who

tree, for he could not see over the 
people because he was a small man.

The Dutch in New Netherland ap- 
pointed a day for giving thanks in 
1644, and occasionally thereafter. Dur- 
ing the Revolutionary War, the Con- 
tinental Congress appointed one or 
more thanksgiving days each year, 
except in 1777. President Washington 
appointed a day of thanksgiving 
(Thursday, November 25) in 1789. 
Since that time, our presidents have, 
from time to time, issued proclama-

tions appointing a day of thanksgiv- 
ing. This is the day we renew our 
loyalty and express our gratitude to 
our heavenly Father for another year 
of providential prosperity.

They had Moose and 
all the other things that you want 
to go with it. 

Soon after supper we felt very 
sleepy and found out it was near 
11:00 P.M. but still was daylight out- 
side, and we happen to remember we 
were in “The Land of the Midnight 
Sun, and it had not pushed over too 
much to Ole Man Winter to keep the 
sun from shining a long time through 
the day. 

Soon the next day Brother Sav- 
chenko had all of us preachers, pack- 
ing the big truck with food, bedding, 
and chairs to take to the King’s lake 
Camp for the convention on Saturday 
and Sunday.

the philosophy which underlies the 
government of Soviet Russia. 

We must admire the bravery of Rus- 
Sia’s legions in the recent war. The 
Allies will never be able to repay tne 
debt they owe to Stalin and his peo- 
ple for halting the triumphant march 
of Hitler’s Reichwehr. We may even 
sympathize with the Russian people 
in their struggle for freedom from 
Czarist tyranny and Greek Catholic 
exploitation. But we must not over- 
look the stark fact that the actuating 
motives for all that is done in Russia 
today are essentially Marxian, and the 
philosophy of Karl Marx is essentially 
Hegelian and Nietzchean imbibed at 
the German universities of Bonn and 


Qe. As Marx believed, so Russia 
believes. 


The rights of the individual Russian 
are nil. If he is in the party in power 
and committed to its ideals he will 
benefit equally with his comrades and 
fellow travelers. If he disagrees with 
the party he is a subject for a firing 
squad. The bloody purges and other 
repressive measures of Lenin and 
Stalin match (if they do not exceed) 
Hitler’s. 

We should not let the emotions of 
the hour keep us from thinking clear- 
ly about the menace of the Commun- 
ism Internationale alongside the men- 
ace of the Third Reich. In some ways 
the former is more real to Americans. 
Marxianism is rampant all over the 
world. We have it in thousands of 
our American schools and colleges. 
It is highly placed in our government, 
in our labor unions and even in our 
churches. It is making converts daily 
—not to Russia, but to an ideolovy 
which has captured Russia and which 

the sworn enemy not only of democ- 

é.; and the American way of life, 
but to Christianity and the Prince of 
Peace Himself. There will never be a 
just amd durable peace so long as 
Marxianism is a growing faith. 

We in America need not assume 
superiority over our world neighbors. 
We are all in the grip of the same 
tyrannical forces—in education, reli- 
gion, business and politics. The ideo- 
logical battle that is going on in our 
minds and hearts is of vastly more im- 
portance than the one which was 
fought with planes, tanks and blood. 
Unfortunately, the averagé man does 


not. appreciate this fact and is con-— 


cerned rather in what he calls the 
= “more practical” aspects of war and 
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peace. 

The more closely we evaluate the 
doings of men and nations by the 
Word of God the more firmly we are 
convinced that there is no hope tor 
the world except in the gospel of Je- 
sus Christ. Man simply can not cut 


cross-lots to a Utopia of his own mak- 
ing. He must come to Christ like proud 
Saul of old, disillusioned concerning 
all things mundane, make full and 
unwithholding surrender to God and
